This paper is responsive to the Office Action mailed October 18, 2004. Applicant 
respectfully requests reconsideration and allowance of the application in view of the following 
remarks. 

Claims 1-20 are pending in the present application. In the Office Action mailed 
October 18, 2004, Claims 1-17 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over U.S. Patent No. 5,176,354, to Feigenbaum, Jr. (hereinafter "Feigenbaum"), in view of 
U.S. Patent No. 5,150,485, to Maguire. 1 Claims 18-20 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 
as being unpatentable over Feigenbaum in view of Maguire, and further in view of U.S. Patent 
No. 5,832,672, to Griffiths et al. Applicant has carefully considered each of these cited patents 
and the discussion provided by the Examiner in the Office Action, and respectfully submits that 
the claims in the present application are patentable over the prior art. Applicant respectfully 
requests reconsideration of the claims and allowance of the application for the reasons discussed 
below. 



1 The Office Action refers to "Feigenbaum '314" which is believed to be in error. Applicant has understood the 
rejection to be made in reference to Feigenbaum '354, which is referenced in both applicant's Information Disclosure 
Statement and the Examiner's Form PTO-892, as well as a patent front sheet with annotations attached to the Office
